ing good results comes from the fact that while lib- 
eral materials are provided, are inadequate 
providing the stimulus real motive, which would 
supply clear-cut image. Beginning the kinder- 
garten with the simplest materials, the blackboard, 
with pencil black crayon, children should 
encouraged represent that which has made 
direct impression the thought,—memory draw- 
ings, experiences field trips, illustrations stories 
and rhymes which have been made their own through 
dramatization.

And have you thought suggesting parents 
providing their children with number games the 
Birthday and Christmas gifts are often 
tactfully given, list desirable number games, 
even list suitable books, would frequently 
prove boon the parent. Many parents become 
really interested these games themselves. One 
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father acquaintance entered readily into the 
making these games with his first grade boy 
helper, and the enthusiasm this small worker be- 
came contagious that the father brother 
more than one boy girl that grade was inveigled 
into such co-operation, with most gratifying num- 
ber results the grade. Frequently, too, first 
grade room may add largely its game equipment 
gifts such homemade sets, either from older 
pupils from the home, and children take even more 


pleasure using these than using the boughten 
sets. 


Games According Our First Classification 
Sense Training Games. 


(a) Touch (form and number). Have two-inch 
cut-outs the numbers through Have pupil 
close his eyes and trace his finger over the figure, then 
give its name, the other pupils serving helpers.

Many out-of-door games, such Hop Scotch 
and Baseball, may adapted indoor playing, and

course first the teacher must needs direct 
the scoring, but she should work away from this 
just soon possible. necessary help any 
time, unostentatiously, without oral comment.

Shackled Youth 


some time, papers dealing with education 
have been appearing the pages the 
signed Edward Yeomans. These with other 
papers his, hitherto unpublished, have been 
sued under the above title, and educators what- 
ever capacity are reading the volume with interest. 

Shackled Youth should read the fireside, 
with full many chuckle, appreciative auditor 
hear occasional excerpts, and time for day-dreaming 
the fire burns low. This presupposes the winter 
season. summer should taken out under 
the trees—always with the appreciative auditor— 
and the day-dream may focussed upon low-lying 
meadows far-off hills. book for the ideal- 
ist, the dreamer dreams, and yet should read 
chiefly the prosaic person and the materialist. 
How much they might gain from its pages ques- 
tion, but the book were appreciatively read 
every committee man, school superintendent, and 
normal school instructor, would put leaven long 
needed into American education. 

places, the writer soars above even the high- 
brow, other places extremely practical.

and songs and games filled the afternoon. 

The next morning, December 22, the fete for the 
children Miss Dorothy Ure’s Jardin d’Enfants and 
their mothers was held the new baraque, which 
had been moved earlier the season from Henin- 
Lietard. The tree with its decorations, some 
which the children had made, occupied one end 
the room. The toys and bonbons were table. 

The afternoon the same day 119 children from 
Miss Carlson’s library class had their fete. There 
were music, songs, story told Mademoiselle 
the student training. then gifts and candy, 
and the happy group went home. 

While the library group was having its Christ- 
mas, group unregistered children surged about 
the baraque. Finally they were formed line 
and marched gayly past the little shack, where 
each was given small cornucopia filled with bon- 
bons and surprise. 

Friday, December 23, Miss Ure took Christ- 
mas tree, toys, and candy Nieppe for the Cure’s 
entire school 250 children. 

Sallaumines, charge Mademoiselle Morel, 
had received its tree, toys, and bonbons from our 
Unit some days previous. 

this Friday also, opened our baraque 
the Municipal Ecole Maternelle, about mile dis- 
tant from our Jardin d’Enfants. For days, the 
teacher the Ecole told us, the children had been 
saying, Pere Noel pass All she could 
was promise write Pere Noel note—and 
our invitation was answer her letter. 

arranged the center our Jardin d’Enfants 
grounds Liévin what probably our last open- 
air Christmas tree this district. Through the 
courtesy the Mines cable brought the electricity 
our garden. Christmas night turned the 
switch, which flooded the tree with blue and gold light. 

the meantime Miss Orr had gone over 
Rheims with Miss Carney the Christmas 
celebration. The entire school, under the direction 
the Directrice, gathered around the tree the 
rebuilt schoolhouse, where in’ the courtyard the first 
obus Rheims fell. The children sang Mon Beau 
Sapin, and original song dedicated the Unit, 


danced around the tree and then chose from the 
long tables the toys they most desired. 

Friday night the special automobile, which the 
Red Cross loaned for the occasion, was loaded 
with and early next morning were 
our way over circuit stations which the Unit 
worked after the Armistice. 

Houplines gave Christmas the Ecole 
Maternelle, where the Unit installed Jardin 
d’Enfants, and gave Jardin demonstra- 
tion for Mademoiselle Brienne. The chairs, tables, 
and Jardin d’Enfants material were carefully cher- 
ished and gave one surety the lasting influence 
the work the Unit. 

another section Houplines, guided 
courier from the Mairie, found small children 
seated benches desks and not even gateau 
sight. The hopelessness getting this section 
devastated Houplines any color child joy had 
evidently been insurmountable until the Unit came.

Louisville Public School System organ- 
ization varied its activities and com- 
prehensive its scope, that difficult jus- 
tice brief article, but even bird’s-eye view 
some its outstanding features may prove inter- 
esting those who are contemplating visit 
Louisville. 

the first place, the system organized and 
directed upon the premise that fundamental 
force the life every individual who comes under 
its influence, and that must, therefore, discharge 
its moral obligation making the largest contribu- 
tion possible these individuals. 

its effort realize this ideal, the system has 
utilized those agencies, plans, and methods which 
contribute the continuous growth and develop- 
ment the pupils enrolled the several schools. 

this end, from the time enters the kinder- 
garten, through the fifteen years which possi- 
ble for him the schools, every pupil 
given the opportunity participate the experi- 
ences which are full meaning for him connection 
with this part his educational career. These ex- 
periences are co-ordinated and organized such 
way lead him along the right lines educationally, 


and assist him forming right relationships 
life. 


The kindergarten very significant factor 
promoting this ideal the system. Through it, the 
educative experiences are inaugurated the child’s 
life, and the spirit and intention the kindergarten 
are carried forward varying degrees throughout 
the whole school life. 

The physical conditions which greet the child 
comes the kindergarten, making his entrance 
that larger field society which lies beyond his 
home environment, are wisely planned that 
loses that feeling isolation and fear that was char- 
acteristic the experiences those who en- 
tered upon the formal setting other days, and im- 
mediately finds himself larger family with the 
home atmosphere preserved.

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What the Effect Kindergarten Training? 


Bell, Principal Salisbury School, Louisville, Ky. 


has been the purpose those interested the 
study described below determine pos- 
sible detect the effect that kindergarten training 
has upon the success the child later grades. 
The study was begun the Salisbury 
School, the result investigation ways and 
means co-ordinating the kindergarten and primary 
grades, the end that the training the kinder- 
garten might carry over and more effective the 


grades. 


The general belief has been that the effects 
kindergarten training could not detected the 
primary and upper grades, but the results obtained 
through the initial study the Salisbury School 
and subsequent studies this and other schools have 
convinced the writer that possible show the 
effect all grades close study comparisons 
promotion, failure, retardation, acceleration, ini- 
tiative, responsiveness, and withdrawal, affecting 
kindergarten and non-kindergarten trained children. 

All data relating these points considera- 
tion were obtained from the permanent records 
the teacher, except those concerning initiative and 
responsiveness, which were secured through ques- 
tionnaire calling for list children showing the 
greatest initiative and the appropriate response 
under situations confronting the class and the indi- 
vidual child. This list was composed the twelve 
children showing the highest standing each the 
two points. The teachers answering the question- 
naire did without knowing which their children 
were kindergarten non-kindergarten pupils, and 
without having any idea why the questions were 
being asked, thereby making the procedure favor- 
able unbiased report the teacher. 


The identity the kindergarten child was ob- 
tained through the permanent card files the prin- 
cipal’s office, except cases where the child had 
attended kindergarten some other city, which 
cases the information was obtained 
sonal interview with the child. this summary 


child registered kindergarten pupil who at- 


tended less than sixty days included with the kin- 
dergarten group. 

The records compiled represent. 3,064 non-kin- 
dergarten children and 1,497 kindergarten-trained 
children from nine the Louisville, Kentucky, pub- 
lic schools, all which are listed below, showing 
schools percentage comparison the points under 
consideration. each case the symbol will de- 
note the gtoup pupils who have attended kinder- 
garten and indicate the group without such 
training. 

The following table shows the percentage pu- 
pils with and without kindergarten training at- 
tendance the grades, together with their distribu- 
tion when classified the basis failure, promotion, 
retardation, acceleration, initiative, and responsive- 
ness. 

shown the table the percentage failure 
among kindergarten children all schools very 
much lower than among non-kindergarten children; 
fact, there but one school where the per cent 
kindergarten failure greater than the lowest per 
cent non-kindergarten failure, and this readily 
accounted for the fact that school number 
where there high per cent failure both 
groups number the classes are made the 
misfits and very much retarded children from other 
schools over the city.

This due the social and economic conditions 
the community. These conditions also affect schools 
numbers and each located poor district 
the city; but, school number find second 
the largest per cent acceleration both groups, 
fact compares very favorably with school num- 
ber which surrounded the very best economic 
conditions. 

also shown the table that the per cent 
retardation all the schools much lower among 
the kindergarten group than the non-kinder- 
garten group, while the inverse condition prevails 

consideration initiative and responsiveness 
the results obtained each case are favorable 
the kindergarten group except the case school 
number where the kindergarten children are 1.1 
per cent lower responsiveness than the non-kin- 
dergarten children. 

seems clearly demonstrated the foregoing 
that kindergarten training seems reduce failure, 
retardation, and withdrawal and the same time 


increase the possibilities promotion, accelera- 
tion, initiative, and responsiveness. 

The effects kindergarten training shown 
the investigation above prove conclusively that the 
broader the experience gotten early life the more 
certain the child remain interested and active 
his school work and the more capable will 
less liable fail promotion and more likely 
remain one group accelerated normal chil- 
dren. will respond more readily situations 
confronting the class and individual child and will 
manifest greater initiative the creation situa- 
tions the elucidation conditions. 

The kindergarten child given type training 
and that period life when his physical develop- 
ment demands it, that equips him for successful 
effort during his entire life. fitted enter 
directly into regular school activities soon 
legally permitted and does not have spend several 
weeks becoming familiar with the new environ- 
ment into which thrown passing from the 
home into the trained the response 
activities, both physical and mental, that pertain 
skill manipulation and give valuable training 
social relationships and group conditions that 
fits him for proper response mass work.
